CHARLEVOIX-If the sounds of 
countless honking horns from 
passing motorists were any indica- 
tion, the picket signs that dozens 
of building and construction 
trades workers were holding as 
they stood along U.S. 31 earlier 
this week were indeed getting sup- 
port: 

“Honk for Workplace Safety”, 
their signs read. 

And honk people did. 

From dawn until dusk, some 50 
building and construction trades 
workers with picket signs manned 


awareness to their simple mes- 
sage: “EVERY WORKER deserves 
protection against unsafe working 
conditions.” 

At issue is the safety of the men 
and women who have been work- 
ing on the $150 million expansion 
at St. Mary’s Cement plant and the 
out-of-state-contractor and its sub- 
contractors overseeing the project. 

Workers claim that the contrac- 
tor, Vezer Precision Industrial of 
Suisun City, California, and its 
subcontractors have had “numer- 
ous accidents and other safety vio- 
lations” on job sites that have not 
been adequately addressed.

National Police Week honors those who have fallen i in the line of duty

This year, National Police Week is 
being recognized the week of May 14 
through the 20 across the nation. Law 
enforcement officers, government offi- 
cials, and citizens will pay tribute to 
those officers who have paid the ulti- 
mate sacrifice by losing their lives in 
the line of duty while protecting and 
serving the public. Since the first 
recorded line of duty death back in 
1791, over 20,000 law enforcement offi- 
cers in the U.S. have lost their lives 
while protecting the lives of the citi- 
zens they serve. Currently, more 
there are over 900,000 sworn law en- 
forcement officers in the United Sates, 
with about 12-percent of those being 
female. 

The roots of National Police Week 
reach back to 1962, when President 
John F. Kennedy signed a proclama- 
tion that designated May 15th as Peace 
Officers Memorial Day and the week 
following as Police Week. In August 
1981, the Fraternal Order of Police 
National Auxiliary Board voted to 
hold the first National Peace Officers’ 
Memorial Day Service on Capitol Hill 
at Senate Park the following May. The

event, which was initially attended by 
approximately 120 supporters and sur- 
vivors, has grown to become National 
Police Week, offering a series of 
events that draw up to 40,000 atten- 
dees to our nation’s Capitol from 
across the world. 

President Ronald Regan sign legis- 
lation into law in October 1984 that es- 
tablished the National Law 
Enforcement Officers Memorial Fund, 
created to raise funds for what be- 
came the National Law Enforcement 


Officers Memorial in Judiciary Square 
in Washington, DC. The Memorial 
was dedicated in October 1991 by Pres- 
ident George Bush, and currently 
bears the names of over 21,183 law en- 
forcement officers killed in the line of 
duty. In 2016, 143 law enforcement offi- 
cers lost their lives in service to the 
public. 

The 29th annual Candlelight Vigil 
was held in Washington, D.C. on May 
13 at the National Law Enforcement 
Officers Memorial. The service in- 
cluded a reading of the names of 394 
officers. Those names include the 143 
officers who were killed in the line of 
duty in 2016 and 251 officers who were 
killed in prior years but had been for- 
gotten by time until the Memorial 
Fund’s research staff and a team of 
dedicated volunteers found record of 
their law enforcement service. This 
year’s Vigil will also be dedicated to 75 
officers who have died from illnesses 
related to the search and recovery ef- 
forts after the 9/11 terrorist attacks. 
Through a link on the NLEOMF web- 
site (www.nleomf.org) people will are 
able to view this moving service from 
anywhere in the world.
